The Dominion as 
at present constituted had nothing. to do 
with the events and feelings which were ex 
citing the people of Canada at that time. 

George A. Keefer, of Victoria, will 
shortly proceed to Vladivostock, Siberia, 
on behalf of a Canadian syndicate which 
the Russian Government has requested to 
tender for the construction of sail mines, at 
the eastern section of the Siberian railway 

Addison McPherson, a settler in the Ter- 
ritories, filed a claim against the Qovern' 
incut for §1.5,000, allegedi.losges. during the 
rebellion. .•■:i. 

Hon. Mr. Howell stated to-day that 
prieata and clergymen of all denominations 
were allowed to travel at half rate on the 
Intercolonial railroad.

Speculation 
und excessive coinputitiou had full sway for 
a while, 'i'he icsult was nuuii-rous failnie.'i, 
before which the nianuf.icturer.s were forcud 
to sell goods at any price, in order to atavc 
off bankruptcy. Wages were reduced to 
starvation rates, and manufacturers beeaino 
their own yarn agents, ilycrs and dreaseis, 
for the sake of economy. The (piality of 
the output was so impaired from inexperi- 
ence and adulterations, as to seriously dam- 
age the reputation of the Saxony woid in 
the world's market. Tho Cologne (ia/.etto 
suggests that a government in(|uiry be had 
as'to the causes of the depression and pos- 
sible remedjes.

PAPER ASl) PAPER BAG.S. 

Frospecins of tlie New O'oinpuny to Eneaca In 
Tlielr llanuraeiure. 

The propiicctus of the British Columbia 
Paper Co. (Ltd.), incorporated, liaa just 
bejn placed before the public. It states 
the proposed capital of llie company to be 
S.'>0,OOI), divided into shares of SlOO ; while 
the directors named ate Joshua Davits, 
Thomas Sliotl)olt, \V. P. Sayward, J. 
Thomson ami J. S. Yates. The bank of B. 
N. A. is the bank of the company ; Yates & 
Jay are the solicitors, ami Mr. H. Car- 
inichael is the aeoretary. 

In referring to the necessity for the 
, establishment of a pajier mill in K. C, the 
prospectus says: "All the pajier now 
used in the Province, csliiiiatcd at from 1,") 
to 2t") tons per week, is brought from Kast- 
ern Canada, the United States, or England. 
If it is iini)orl''d from either of the latter, a 
duly of from '-'5 to 35 per cent, is added to 
the original cost of the paper ; while, if it is 
from the eastern provinces of the Domin- 
ion, the cost of the article ia increased at 
least ^ per ton, that lieing the lowest 
freight from Ontario by the carload. 

The hii;h duties and freight r,itc8 upon 
the foreign and eastern artiules are put for- 
ward as making a paper mill at home as 
profitable an investment as could bo desired. 
At the present consumption in B.C., it is 
estimated there would bean average profit 
of one cent per pound, which would give a 
return of S300 per week, or about 30 per 
cent, profit per annum on the capital of 
§50,000. 

.Supplying the newspaper trade alone 
would supply a large and profitable busi- 
ness for the mill, and the exportation of 
wood pulp fur paper m\king, to China, 
Jiip in and .\ii.itralia would form another 
Fourc'i of revenue from which a, profit could 
h»rdly full to lie realizeil, ns at present the 
wond pulp Hiipplied these ountries is from 
Norway anil .Sweden, the expcn.sea of trans- 
jiortation buing necessarily very heavy. It 
is also proposed to make |iaper baj^s in the 
mill, about two tons per week beim,' used 
in tiu! province at un average cost of 8 cents 
per pound. The highest eBtiiiiate has placed 
the cost of iiiaiiutacturiiig the same bags at 
6 cents a pound, which would giro a profit 
of $10 per ton for the bags, mitside ihe jiro 
tit derived from the manufaclure of tlu 
paper. 

A site for the mill bus iiheady been pur 
chased on the first rnpids of tiie .Somai 
river, which flowi into liarelay Sound, whero 
a waterfall of ten feet can be easily obtained 
fjr niotiva power, and in the centre of a 

' finely woodeil district, supplying the white 
non-resinous timber best adapted for the 
nuinufacturo of paper. Tlie volume of 
water available renders ciipable a vast ulti 

'..mate extension of the plant. Below tin 
rapids the river ia navigable for vessels of 
' medium draught, so that the manufactured 
article could bo shipped direct from the 
mills to market. 

The conoluiiiog parngraph of tho pros- 
pectus reads thus: "It is also intended to 
erect a sawmill first, by means of which oil 
the lumber iipce.ssary for buildings will be 
sawn right on the spot, which mill will also 
afterwards become a source of profit to the 
compiuiy, aiUiiited as it will be in tho ceu- 
tre of a district which U being rapidly aet- 
tled. and which may, in the near future, be 
connected with the Capital by means of a 
railway,

INDIAN ODTBRKAK THREATEMED. 

Alaska"" Natives Wuiit tlio .Snnie Price for 
Salmon ns wns I'alil Lust Year — 
« The PInta sent for. 

The steamer (Jucen, whioh an Ivcd fioni 
Alaska last Satiirdiiy, liioiight iiew.s of ii 
tlu-eatuiicd Indian outliroak at Cliilcat. Tho 
inallur bccjinie bo serioua tluit on July 15th 
Governor Lynmn K. Knapp and District 
Attorney C. S. .Johnson left on the United; 
States steamer Pinta for tho scene of tho . 
disturbance. The gunboat steamed directly 
for Ciiilci'.t, where unolior was drojjpod just 
■2-t hours later. The occasion of this viaik 
wuH an urgent appeal from tlie natives and 
white people, who feared an cutbrcak and 
riolence growing out of dillerences between 
the natives and the managers of tlie cun- 
neries as to iisliing grounds and prices of- 
fered for salmon. Tliere wore i\.ho com- 
plaints (if misdemeanors end viedaliona of 
law, and investigation was drsired. Three 
days were spenl and fully taken up in hear- 
ing compliiints and making endeavor.-! to 
secure a siuisfuctory solution of the diflioul- 
tics. At one of the hearings, which lasted 
luring two sessions, tliere were nearly if not 
quite 200 Indians present. 

Last year the canneries paid 10 eenta-- 
each for salmon. But the managers of alt 
three canneries agreed that they could not. 
this year uirord to jwy more than 5 oentS' 
per tish, and stood tirm in their determina- 
tion to make no compromise. All parties 
used their utmost endeavors to muke the 
natives see that tlie prices for one year 
would not necessarily govern for anotbeir 
year ; and when it became apparent that 
they would not be convinced and tnani-' 
tested inclination to t^ke the matter intO' 
their own hands, the representatives of tiie 
government notified them that no violence 
must be resorted to ; tliat only legal and 
peaceable methods to secure redress for 
supposed wrongs must be used, and that 
the whole power of the government would 
be employed if necessary to preserve order 
and punish any guilty of violence. The 
natives were cross and somewhat sullen at 
Grst Ixcause their demands were not acced- 
ed to, but they finally consented to " shrike 
hands" with the governor and Capt. Faliren- 
holt, in token of friendliness to them. 
When tho Pinta loft it was not known 
whether or not the Indians would accept 
the terms insisted upon by the canneries, 
and it is more than probable that the 
preeeiice of gunlronts will bo necessary to 
keep the Indians in cheek and prevent 
what is threatened to be a serious out- 
break.

FAJH TRADE. 

Tlio object of the United Empire Tra le 
League ia not only to bring the colonics and 
Great Britain into closer trade relations, but 
to olTect a kind of commercial union between 
tlie colonies tliemselves. The prcfeieiitial 
<lulie8, which its members advocate, aro to 
^0 established in all parts of the Empire 
.and are to be generally reciprocal. S\'hon 
4he United Empire Trade League accom 
fiHshes its purposes, not only will Canada 
■(liscriminnto in favor of Great Britain, but 
aUc vrill (liseriiuiiiute in faror of Australia, 
India, the Biiliah West India Islands, 
Newfoundlanil and every otker country 
that owes allegiance to Great Britain. Un- 
'der that system Canadian products will 
<ltave preference over those of foreigners, 
not only ip. the British markets but in tho 
markets of all her colonies and de- 
pendencies. 

It will be seen from this that llie United 
Empire Trade League has a very big con- 
'tract in band. It has undertaken not only 
to prevail upon the people of the Mother 
Country to discriminate in trade in favor of 
the colonies, and the colonies to discrimiu 
ate in favor of tho Mother Country, but al- 
HO to mduco tho colonies to inaugurate 
uomothing like free trade with each other 

This is Mr. Howard Vincent's mission, and 
yai he says the question he discusses is not 
political. Stticlly ."ipeaking, and viewed 
from one Btandpoiiit, eliaiijics in the tariffof 
;v country are not political cliuuges but or- 
dinary electors are not lofjical or pliiloso- 
{•hical. They persist in making what is in 
the abstract a more economic or business 
question, a political one, and one too, fraught 
with the most tiemendouB issues to politi- 
ciauH. .Strictly and pliilisnphically speak- 
inj; the repeal of the corn laws in (I real 
Critain was a fiscal and economic change, 
but what piece of (Jovernment work that 
Jias been done in modern times has been 
..'produutive of so many and such important 
, political reaull.a'; Tho repeal of those laws 

• effected a woudciful levohition, the couse- 

• quences of which will lie felt as long as 
•(Jreat Britain has an existence. And, 
similarly, the men who bring about a coni- 
nvercial union between Great Britain and 
Iter colonies, and between the colonics 
themselves, will begin a change which will 
a,ll'cct the political condition, not only of 
tlie Kinpirc of Great Britain, but of the 
whole civilized world. Any one capable of 

1 rellection must seo that a commercial nn- 
iion, eren of the kind advocated by Mr. \''iu- 
>cent, involves, and makes necessary, a un- 
ion for defence and this again means a 
political union of some kind. We are very 
far from saying lliat this, if it could 
1(9 acuoni])Iished, would not bo a 
good change, good for Great Britain 
igood for the colonies and good for the world 
.at large, but what we wish to say is that 
ithero is no use in Mr. Vincent's concealing 
from himself and from his hearers the nccos- 
sary and the inevitable con3e(|uence8 of the 
policy he advocates. He must aeo Ih.it he 
ia advocating a most important political 
change, one that will effect a radical chaogo 
in! the relations between tho colonics 
.OTid the Mother Country, mid a still 
.more radical change in tho attitude of the 
■oolouie.'? with reapc.;!. to each other. The 
truth in, if he only knew it, he is a more 
thorough radical thau ovorCobdon or Bright 
H'as, 

This Trade League is in its infancy and it 
is imp6ssible for any one to predict what it 
may come to. Great movements have had 

luimblei- and less prnmisiiif; boginuing.-i. It 
is, wo Ihink, foolish to condemn it as "a 
fad" and moat uiiwiso to laugh at its advo- 
<:atcs ns visionaries. Although wo do not 
bolievfl that a new theory must be a good 
one becMue it is ridiculed and condemned, 
we consider that its condemnation by men 
who are avcran to change and who oppo.ie a 
new movement, hocau.so it ia new, ia no evi- 
dence that it ia bad or no reason that we 
Hliould not liaton attentively and thought- 
fully to all its .idvocatoa have to say. We 



trust therefore that Mr. Vincent will bo 
welcomed in Canada and that Canadians will 
consider carefully what he eaya and discuss 
his trade theory . calmly and respectfully. 

The Montreal Gazette seems to consider 
the advocacy of a commercial union be- 
tween the different parts of tho British 
Empire premature, and it is of opinion that 
the first steps should be taken by Great 
Britain. This is how it concludes a' very 
temperate article on Col. Vincent's mission: 

"Col. Vincent's misaion is to olitain a 
synipathelio expresaion of opinion from 
Canada for this trade alliance, and he ia 
likely to he abuudaul ly salislied. If the 
United Kingdom will consent to impose a 
discriiiiinatory duty against tliu i)io<liiota of 
foreign countries, Col. Vincent may br as- 
sured that ('anuda will heartily and eagerly 
extend equivalent advantages. But, it 
seem.H to us, the niissinnary tieKl for w(u'U ia 
in Great Britain rather than llio colonies. 
The deep-rooted prejudice of tlie British 
people for what is termed free trade, but 
which ia really free "mports, must be over- 
come, and the Imperial, eiiually with the 
local, advantages of a discritiiinafing fiscal 
policy for all parts of the ICnipire be so im- 
pressed upon the liritish people as to induce 
them to inaugurate tho movement. While, 
therefore, Col. Vincent will receive a cor- 
<lial welcome in ('anada and an usaurancc 
of hearty sympathy with Ihe piu-poaea of 
llie Trade league, it ia well to remeuilicr 
that the initiative action must emanate 
from the mother land."

A very large part of the apace of the San 
Francisco Daily Report is taken up with 
an account of tho oponini; of the electric 
railroad connecting San h'Tuiiciaco 'vith .San 
Mateo. The last spike, which was a t^ilver 
ono, was driven in the presence of a laige 
assemblage on the county lino near Ocean 
View. .Speeches were made in which the 
history of electric roads were relatid and 
tlioir capabilities expatiated upon. Mr. 
William W. Murker, tho orator of the oc- 
casion, delivered an enthusiastic speech, in 
which he dropped into poetry more than 
once. Among other tliinga, he said: 

"Tho electric railway is a name to con- 
jure with. Mention it and settlements ap- 
pear almost in a day. Its boundless possi- 
bilities wo even now but dimly lee." 

The orator came a great deal nearer tho 
trnlli tiuiii orators often do Hheii they in- 
dulge in their highest flights. It ia, indeed, 
difiicult to foresee what will be the ulti- 
niate result of making electricity a motive 
power for railway and other carriages. It 
is not by any means improbable that the 
time ia not very far distant when vehicles 
propelled by electricity will be aa common 
on our highroads as are those now drawn 
by liorsea, and that the streets and roads 
of the future will be made so aa to be 
adapted to the electrical carriage. The 
President of the road was more proanic and 
dealt more with the present. He said 
that : — 

"This electric roid will carry the passen- 
ger to and from his city business at any 
and all hours of the day and late into the 
night, at a nominal fare, in the cosiest of 
cars, at a high rate of speed and drop him 
at his front door in the country." 

The road begins at Steuart and Market 
streets and ends at the cemeteries in San 
Mateo county, a distance of twelve and 
one eighth miles. It ia predicted that, 
among other good things, that ore to 
result from the construction of this 
road, is an immediate and considerable 
rise iu real estate]! ''''^ country through 
which it runs. 



^,s' FARM aits. 

it has been said that Baron Ilirsch's 
scheme to settle the exiled Russian Jews in 
tho Argentine Republic and other countries 
in which the only way they can support 
their exi.itence ia by cultivating the land, 
mn»t be a failure, for the .lewa do not take 
kindly to the land ami will not niiiko good 
farmers. In Russia they wore all engaged 
in trade and manufactures, principally be- 
cause tho law forbids their owning any land, 
but, in other countries where there ia no 
such law, Jews aro not often seen tilling the 
ground. In ('auadii, for instance, where 
tho Jews are under no diaahilities whatever, 
and where they are perfectly free to engage 
in any occup:ition, they do not settle on the 
land. The number of Jewish farmers in the 
United .Slates is, wo believe, very few, and 
in the United .Slates the Children of Israel 
are as free to chooae their occupations as are 
the Anglo'SiiNona (ir the Cclta. Hut 'iaroii 
Uirsch, who knows n ore about the capaci- 
ties and the tastes of the men of his race 
than a stranger, believes that the Russian 
e.xilcs will tnke kindly to the land, and will 
succeed as farmers. He says, in tho August 
Korum : — 

" In the lands where Jews have been 
permitted to acquire landed property, where 
they have had opportunities to devote 
themselves to agriculture they have proved 
excellent fttrmers. For example, in Hun- 
gary they form a very large part of the til- 
lers of the soil and this fact ia acknow- 
ledged to such ail extent that the high 
Culholic cler^'y iu Hungary almost excluai- 
vely have ,Iew.s as tenants on inoitm.iin 
pro-u-rtii'S, and aliiio.st all lanil luildcra give 
(iielerence to the Jews on acciiinit ui tlieir 
iridu.stry, their reclitiulo and tlieir dexter- 
ity. Theac are facts that luuintit be hid, 
and that have force, so that tho anti-Sendtic 
movement, which tor a long time ili"irished 
in Hungary, must expire. It will expire 
heoiiuse (jvci'yone S'.'ca tliiit «o in.portimt 
a f.ictor in the proiluctive aclii'ity of the 
country — especially in ugricu lturc--caniiot 
be apared. My personiil experience, too, 
has led mo to recoginze that the Jews havf; 
very gcjod ability in agriculture. 1 have 
seen this, per.ionally, in the Jewi.il! agri- 
ultural colonies of Turk('y, and the reports 
of the expedition that 1 have sent to thu 
.Argentine Repnblio plainly show the same 
fact." 

Tlie work that Baron llirsch is engaged 
in is one of great bcnelicence. If he finds 
comfortable homes and a congenial occupa- 
tion fof the poor and persecuted Jews who 
are able to escape from the land of bondage, 
e will make every humane man, of every 
race and in every country, his debtor.

A DMSPOTIG CONTRAOTOR. 

Wo have seen nothing to justify or ex- 
tenuate the extraordinary course which Mr, 
Cliarhdjoia was permitted to pursue with 
respect to tho other contractors of the Lan- 
gevin block. Charleboia was contractor for 
the building. When its oonatnictioii was 
sufEciently advanced to permit of other 
contractors oommenoing their: >rork, Mr. 
Charleboia claimed the right' to prevent 
their entering it to do the work, unless they 
first satisfied him. And it appears that 
Mr. Charleboia was not by any nie:in8 ea.sy 
to satisfy. For instance, Mr. Garth, w ho 
put in the heating apparatus, waa not 
allowed to go on with his work until he had 
paid Charleboia S,3,7oO. This was 25 per 
cent, of his contract. Mr, Garth swore 
that such n demand was never made on him 
before. All that he had to do in other 
buildings was simply to walk in and do the 
work he had contiacted for. 

Rousseau & Mutbcr sent in a tender for 
the iron roof of this block. The sum- they 
asked was .?42,97."). Their tender wa.s the 
lowest. When they went to Ottawa, they 
were told that they would have to get 
(/'harlebois' permission logo on the ground. 
They protested against this, and declared 
that they would have notliing to do with 
Charlebois.

Tlicy eulculuted on 
a prolit ol .•?S,000 or 5>!),()U0 ou their bid of 
$42,500. If they are at all correct iu their 
calculations, Charlebois must have made an 
enormous profit on the work, not less ih.a 
!?•-'.'), ')00. How was it that Charlebois w:i 
lieriiiittcd to exercise i li is au tliori ly ? What 
light had he to keep other contniclora ofi 
the ground until they had paid him toll ' 
Tho position ho occupied mba a most ex 
traordinary one. If this matter admits of 
explanation, that explanation should be 
made without delay.

It is only exploded 
T, \\vn primed by a specially s.rong detomitor. 
Tho.-e who witnessed yesterday's exjicri- 
iiieiils were highly pleased with llie new 
article, which i^ already largely sniiorsed- 
ing dynamite in Europe.

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A TEIF TO THE CANNERIES. 

(Vancouver Nows-Advertlsor.t 
Since the caniierica started npcrutiona on 
the Fraser Kiver, all tlio rufiiHu from tlie 
canneriea liaa bocu dumped iu ihc river, as 
there wus no other way of disposing of it. 
According to the strict letter of the law 
this was not permitted, but until recently 
there were no efforts made to carry the law 
into effect. At the commencement of the 
present year the late Mr. Thomas Mowat, 
vrho was then Inspector of Fisheries, in- 
formed some of the canners that this way of 
disposing of the offal would not be permitted 
any longer, and that if it was still thrown 
into the river their licenses would be can- 
celled. Mr. T. £. Ladner and other mem- 
bers of the Victoria syndicate accordingly 
put up 

AN OILEIIY 

on tlic north bank of the river, nearly opno- 
site Lachier'a Landing, and liero llie oil is 
taken from tlie offal, wlalo guano is pro- 
duced from what is left after the oil luis 
been e:xtracted. IJeirg desirous of witnesa- 
iug all that wus to be seen, the writer paid 
a visit to the oilery, although lie win warned 
that the smell was not very pleasant. Tlio 
oilery has been put up near a small creek, 
and has a wluirf alongside where the scows 
containing the offal are moored, ten scows 
having been built for the purpose of convey- 
ing the ofTal to the oilery. The smell is not 
nearly eo strong ns the writer imagined it 
would bo from what he had heard ; iu fact, 
it only smelt of tiali and oil, and everything 
was kept as clean as possible. It is a frame 
building 80 feet long, 36 feet wide and 16 
feet deep, ond has been worked since the 
commencement of the run, although there 
are still one or two minor details in the 
building that are not yet quite completed. 
The oilery was built under the direction of 
Mr. La Fontaine, a Frenchman, who has 
had considerable experience in this busi- 
ness on the Columbia River. In addition to 
Mr. La Fontaine two other men are em- 
ployed. The offal is hoisted out of the 
scows by means of a carrier, and is then 
put into some large tanks, of which there 
are twelve. It is steamed in these tanks, 
and by this means the oil is extracted. 
When all the oil has been got out out of the 
fish, it is conveyed into another tank, and 
goes through several processes until it is 
thoroughy clarified. The ofTsl that remains 
after the oil has been extracted is conveyed 
into a large tank underueatli the building, 
the dimensions of the tank being .S2 feet 
long, 9 feet broad and 8 feet deep. In this 
it ia thorouglily cleansed and ia then ready 
for use, and makes excellent gunnn. A 
small piece of ground has been cleared near 
the huildins, and vegetables planted there- 
on. Some of tiie guano has bctu put on it, 
and a moat prolific crop has been raised ; 
sonio peas the writer snw being over ten 
feet high. In the building there is a G horse 
power engine and boiler, and steam pump. 
The whole oilery lias been fitted up in the 
best possible manner, and the cost has con- 
siderably exceeded $5,000. The daily 
capacity is about .'500 gallons, but, owing to 
the supply of fish being very small, there is 
not much offal. The oil is excellent for use 
on the skids in logging camps, and also for 
tanning leather. There will doubtless be 
found a local market for the oil and guano, 
but if not they will bo shipped to England. 
The oil fetches about 40 cents per gallon, 
and the guano about 3;i-1.50per ton. Five 
canneries are at present sending their offal 
here, and it would be a good thing if the 
other canneries did the same, as then there 
would not be the slightest waste or any 
danger of polluting the river. 

TKE HAIJIIIRY. 

As to the benefits derived this year from 
the hatchery, the canners state that at pres- 
ent they cannot give any opinion, but that 
later on in the season they will be able to 
tell bettor, as the fish in the hatchery are 
from the Harrison River, aud they do not 
run until later in the year. The first salmon 
fry were distributed in the Fraser in 18S.'>; 
and from 1885 to 1880 inclusive! the total 
number of fry distributed was 10,065,500. 
The fishing boats do not go further up the 
river than Langley or Port Haney, and thus 
one ai the (^.nners told the writer that in 
his opinion the fish were well protected. 

WASTK OF nsH. 
In one of the reports on fisheries to the 
Government, it is stated that a large portion 
of the fish is wasted and not utilized. The 
writer accordingly paid special attention to 
the "splitter " in each cannery he visited, 
to see what was leally wasted. He found 
that only just the head, tail and the fins 
were cut off, and was surprised to see how 
careful the men were in not wasting any 
more than wus absolutely necessary. Be- 
sides, it is absurd to think that any canner 
would allow any more to be cut oil' than 
was absolutely uereasary, as ho has to pay 
for the fisli, and especially when the run i.s 
so light as iu the pieBcut year. Moreover, 
now th it the oilery has been started, there 
really ia no waste whatever, as the offal is 
all put to some puipoee. 

THE LICe.NSj: QEiS-tlOK. 

In carrying on a salmon cannery there is 
one tbing'.that moat concerns a cannery 
man,' and that is the question of fishing 
licenses. For some time past various 
opinions have been expressed as to what 
ouould be done in this matter, and it is to 
be hoped that this vexed question will 
shortly be settled in a fair and equitable 
manner. When the canneries first started 
operations there was no fixed number of 
licenses but at the request of some of them 
the number was limited to preserve the linb. 
It was iixed at ."lOO— .'iaO^for the (■aiincries 
anil 150 for outside fi.ili"rim;n. SV'hoii this 
limit was arrangeil it was fail- oiKiugh, but 
aa new canneries was crecteil the (ioveni- 
mcnt took away many licenses from tliu 
old canneries to give to the new ones. 
For instance in 1889, each cannery 
bad 40 licenses, but iu 18i)0 .the 
iiUMiber was cut do«u to L'5, and 
in 1891, tlie present year, it has 
again been further reduced to 20. .Since 
1889 the number of canneries liaa been 
nearly doubled and consequently, according 
to the method of regulating the licenses, the 
number granted to each cannery lias been 
reduced to half what it wus originally. Tiie 
unfairness of this method is at once appar- 
ent, as a man puts a certain amount cf 
money in a catmery, and the next year bis 
operations are hampered or curtailed by the 
reduction of the number of his licenses. 
Some people are agitating for free fishing 
but this would iu all probability cause the 
slaughter of more fish than could bo jiacked 
and would doubtless extermiuatao the snl- 
mon. The canners do not by any Micans 
want to monopolise the industry, as they are 
perfectly wilhng that 150 licenses should be 
granted to outside fishermen. What they all 
require is that a local Commission of three 
practical men should be appointed to con- 
sider and settle this question in the foireat 
and moat satisfactory manner. They do not 
think that Mr. Sauuicl Wilmot, the Super- 
intendent of Fish Culturo for the Dominion 
(Joverumeut, should form one of tho three, 
but they are quite willing that he should be 
on tho commission in addition to tlireo lo- 
cal men, to watch the question in tho in- 
terests of the (lovernment, and they would 
have no objection to bis being ch.tirniaii. 
They do. however, strongly urge that this 
«oniini8sion should be appointed and at as 



early a date as possilile. The mcndiera for 
British Columbia in the Dominion House of 
Parliament have petitioned to have this 
commission appointed, and the Vancouver 
Board of Trade, at a recent meeting, also 
passed a resolution urging that tho ques- 
tion bo settlcil in this manner. 

E.\ci;.SKi;s or A CANNKRY. 
Very few people are aware of tho 
large aniuuut of expense tliat is incurred in 
connection with the working of a cannery. 
The buildings, to begin with, vary in 
value from §10,000 upward. Oi course the 
greatest expense is tho wages. In every 
cannery a foreman and from 10 to 20 white 
men are employed. The foreman usually 
receives $\{W per month, while the rent are 
paid from .?liO to SSO. Then there are the 
Indians, and tho number of those employed 
varies of course. The Indian fishermen re- 
ceive $2.25 per day, while the pullers get 
.S2.00. The usual number of Chinamen 
employed ia 75 and upwards, aud they get 
.$;iO to S40 per iiioutli. A great deal has 
been said about the employment of Chinese 
iu these canneries and tlie general opinion 
is that only white labor should be em- 
ployed. It is true that the Chinese do cot 
spend much moni'y here, and that they 
take a large amount out of the country. 
A canner informed the writer that tlii^y are 
only just paid for tho exact amount of woi k 
they do, and there is no white man, who 
would depend on this work, whiv;ii is only to 
bo obtained during three or four months of 
the year, and which takes two or three years 
to become proficient in. In many canneries, 
however, a number of Indians arc employed 
us some canneries seem to prefer them to 
Chinamen, and it is well known that tlie 
Indians immediately spend all the money 
they earn. It is reported that a number of 
white men were oll'eied employment at the 
cannery at Ulaine, but that they refused to 
work, although offered 25 per cent, more 
th'in the Chinamen got. In addition to the 
pay roll there are the nets, fishing boats 
and appliances to bo obtained and kept in 
repair, while each cannery has several 
scows and a tug, many of them havine two 
tugs. Then there is the tin plate for the 
cans, and as it coniea all the Way from Eng- 
land, that ia un expensive item. The cases 
and labels also cost a large amount, while 
each cannery consumes about 150 cords of 
wood ber season as well as about 50 tons 
of coal. In addition to these, items already 
mentioned there are numerous other ex- 
penses, and from this it can be seen that it 
is not all profit. 

In conclusion the writer desires to tender 
his most hearty thanks to thoso who gave 
him so hearty a welcome, and who did 
everything in their power to render assist- 
ance in prociiringltliis information concern- 
ing the salmon fishing industry.

THE SOCIETY OF CHRISTIAN 
ENDEAVOR. 

(Toronto Globe.) 
A fcNT <Iays ago tli' re was held in the city 
of Minneapolis, iu .Minnesota, a convention 
perhaps as important as that which took 
place in Toronto, last week. It was a gath- 
ering of representatives of the Societies of 
Christian Endciisor in Oanada and the 
United .States. The nioveiucut is not ten 
years old, ami the beginning of it was small 
indeed. At the lirst convention, held in 
1882, there were six societies, with a mem- 
bership of 4S1. There are now 10, 274 
societies, with a total ineinberahip of 1,008,- 
USO. Of those societies S'i9 arc in Canada. 
The originator of the movement was the 
Rev. Francis E. Clurk, a Congregationalist 
minister of Portland, Maine, who is said to 
have fallen into a train of tbouHhlHke this : 
" In my church 1 have a goodly number of 
young people. Some of them are not Chris- 
tians, but many of them are. I liave noticed 
in my pastorate that many young converts 
btait well, run \rell for a time and then drop 
down into indifference and amount to no- 
tiling as spiritual workers. Is there any plan 
by which this can be prerented?" He 
answered his own (juestion by forming the 
lirst Christian Eudeavor Society. It was in 
counectiou with a Congregational Church ; 
but the movement has spread far beyond 
the bounds of one church. Thirty denomin- 
ations take part iu its work, and of the 
16,274 societies, 4,019 are Fresbyteriun, 
.S.645 Congregational, 2,381 Baptist, ami 
2,068 Methodist. It is mainly a society of 
young people, and it hasBerred the purpose 
of utfltzing and giviug to the work of tho 
Christian Churches youthful energy which 
might otherwise have been frittered away. 
It is also oae oi aererul manifestations of 
that practical Cliristiun unity which seems 
to be growing day by day, while people are 
dreaming of or sighing for a formal and 
tlieorctioally perfect union, which is prob- 
ably a long way off yet. If the whole world 
could agree to-day upon a coniiiion form of 
worship, next year would find ministers and 
coiigrcfiatioiiH di.s]mting over tho inter- 
|)ri;tiitioii of the rubric. If the whole world 
coulil agree upon a coiiiiiion creed the nieau- 
iii;^ of the creed would. '-oon becoiiie a iiiatler 
of doubt, ami, besides, rob. liners would 
arise within the common church and demand 
a iirviMioii. Bill men aie linding that they 
may agree to dili'cr about doctrines and 
forms of iviirsbip, .ii.d yet unite cordiuliy in 
C'hristiaii work — in societies of Christian 
Endeavor, in Vouiig Men's and ^'oung 
Women's Cbrisliau Associations, in works 
of oliarilyJiumiiiiity and pliihintliicjpy. The 
same principle of unity in action coidd with 
advantage be extended to home and ioreign 
missions. By mutual concession one lield 
of labor could be left to the I'reHliylerians, 
another to the Metliodists, a third to the 
I{a))tislB J and a lield capahle of supporting 
one strong eliurcb would uo longer try to 
inaintttin three or four weak ones, with 
half empty pews and half-sturvcd ministeni 
In tho same way money and labor could I: i 
saved In foreign missions, where there is 
little money or labor to spare. 

SUCUOIIBED TO OLD AGE.

San Frakcisco, Aug. 2. — Moiggs' wharf, 
one of tho oldest land marks ot Sun Fran 
cisco, succumbed to old age and a 30 knot 
breeze, yesterday afternoon, shortly befoi 
") o'clock. For nearly forty years the old 
wharf lias Stood, bearing the name of it 
builder, who iu latter years nobioved i 
world-wide fame as the builder of tlio 
famous Arroyo railroad, which climbs the 
Andes mountains in Peru. Tho wharf was 
built away back iu 1852, and for years wa 
the landing place of the many veaarls that 
arrived from the East and Panama.
